It was not long after the first settlers of 1859 started to develop 
near the creeks coming into Provo Valley from hearby canyons, that herds 
for close-by range for their livestock, Others explored the canyons for 
with which to build homes in Provo Valley and Utah Valley; so, just as t 
road was built, Daniels Canyon was opened for this same purpose.

Clear water in the spring and early summer, which dwindled away to a sma 
the fall. The canyon sides were covered with grass, shrubs, mahogany, s 
Maple, also service berries, elder berries and choke cherries, and on to 
feet summit, quaking aspens, and different species of pine grew in abun 

At intervals, starting from the mouth of the canyon, other canyons 
and west from Daniels Canyon.

The 
which supposedly got its name because Igdians and white men had a skirmi 
Three Forks, one canyon from the east, two from the west comes in next. 
Turner had another sawmill; then comes McQuire Canyon from the east wher 
NcQuire built a sawmill. 
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Near the head of the canyon are small hollows - Shingle Hollow wher 
ran a sawmill and Noakes made shingles. Forman Hollow where the Formans 
and Charles E, Thacker a shingle mill at the forks of the hollow. Small

Hyrum Oaks was one of the first settlers of Provo Valley and event 
ground at the mouth of Daniels Canyon, from where you can look out over 
Tom Brom, a relative, lived down in the creek bottoms where he could r 
crops, sveet potatoes, and peanuts. Hyrum Oakes went through the canyon 
Valley to cut wild hay for his stock. In 1879, Hyrum, with the help of 
Bethers, surveyed a canal at the north end of Sfrawberry Valley with a spirit-leve 
and Blumb-bob to bring water over into Daniels Canyon by way of McQuire.| He alsO 
operated a sawmill. Joe Jacobs lived just above the homes of Oakes, and) Jim Ivie 
near the present site of the Strawberry headgate.
